Ana Janaina (Jana) Nelson is a Department of State Desk Officer for Brazil, a policy analyst responsible 
for managing the bilateral relationship with Brazil. She has recently served on Senator Barbara Boxer's 
foreign policy and defense staff where she was principally focused on staffing the Subcommittee on 
International Operations and Organizations, Human Rights, Democracy and Global Women's Issues. 
Previously, Jana served as Country Director at the Office of the Under-Secretary of Defense for Policy 
working on bilateral defense dialogues with Brazil, Chile, and El Salvador. 

Before joining the U.S. government, Jana was a consultant for the Eurasia Group and for the Brazil 
Institute at the Woodrow Wilson International Center for Scholars. Since 2008, she travels once a year to 
observe elections in various countries in Latin America on behalf of the Organization of American States. 

Jana received her M.A. degree from Georgetown University's School of Foreign Service and her B.A. in 
International Relations from the University of Brasilia. She is a Presidential Management Fellow 
alumna, a member of the DC alumni chapter for The Carter Center, a member of Women in International 
Security, and she is a board member for the Hispanic Employee Council of Foreign Affairs Agencies. She 
speaks fluent Portuguese and Spanish, and has a working knowledge of French.
